To the inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the [L.S.] County of Mer- 
rimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Loudon, N.H. 
on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Articles 1, 2, and 3 will be by ballot vote on Tuesday, March 9, 
1993, between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 7:00 P.M. at the polls at 
the Loudon Town Hall. 


Articles 4-23, will be taken up at the second session of the Annual 
Town Meeting on Saturday, March 13, 1993 at the Loudon Elemen- 
tary School, at 9:00 a.m. In the event that the turnout on Saturday, 
March 13, 1993 exceeds the legal limit of the Loudon Elementary School 
as established by the Fire Chief, the meeting will be recessed and 
reconvened at the new Fire Station. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of amendments No. 93-1, and 
93-2 as proposed and recommended by the Planning Board for 
the Town Zoning Ordinance, as follows on Article 2 and 3: 


ARTICLE 2. ZONING AMENDMENT 93-1: RR District 
— Uses Permitted by Special Exception.

REQUIREMENTS: 


The above requirements may be reduced by Special Exception. 
Prior to granting any such special exception, the Board of Ad- 
justment shall (in addition to making the determinations required 
by Section 701.3) specifically determine that the reduced set- 
backs (s):

. Will not unreasonably diminish the light, air and space be- 
tween properties; and 

. Will not obstruct fire access or other emergency access; and 

3. Will not result in increased storm runoff or drainage onto

5. Will not adversely affect the development capability of the 

lot; and 

6. Is consistent with the comparable applicable setbacks of 

developed adjacent properties; and

visibility at intersections, driveways or other accesses to the 
street network.

ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and the Town Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town, in anticipation 
of taxes, a sum or sums of money and to issue notes therefore to an ag- 
gregate principal amount not exceeding the total tax levy during the 
preceding financial year, said notes to be paid in 1993 from taxes col- 
lected during the current year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply tor, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting. 
money from State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source 
which becomes available during the fiscal year. [Pursuant to RSA 31:94-b 
(Supp.)] This article shall: (1) be used only for legal purposes for which 
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a town may appropriate money; (2) require the Selectmen to hold a prior 
public hearing on the action to be taken; (3) not require the expenditure 
of other town funds; (4) to exempt from all provisions of RSA 32 related 
to limitation and expenditure of town monies. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to accept on behalf of the Town gifts, legacies and devises made 
to the town in trust for any public purpose as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to convey any real estate acquired by the town by the Tax Collector’s deed.

Nominations will be taken from the floor of 
the Town Meeting on Saturday, March 13, 1993, and election will be by 
ballot vote. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $7,200 for the purpose of purchasing four (4) breathing 
apparatus units (S.C.B.A.) for the Fire Department, and to appoint the 
Selectmen as agents to carry such purpose into effect. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $3,000 for the purpose of installing dry hydrants at 
the Fire Department water sources, and to appoint the Selectmen as agents 
to carry such purpose into effect. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) for the purchase of additional 
hose for the Fire Department, and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to 
carry such purpose into effect.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1992 


“The basis of our government being the opinion of the people, the very 
first object should be to keep that right .. .’’ 
THOMAS JEFFERSON — JANUARY 16, 1787 


Perhaps the most remarkable and rewarding event of 1992 was the almost 
endless wait at the polls this past November. Most of us had grown ac- 
customed to a brisk walk through the parking lot of the Town Hall, past 
the candidates, up the stairs, through the foyer, and finally past the ballot 
clerks into a polling booth to cast our ballots. November, 1992, changed 
all that as many of us waited for hours in the drizzle and cold before final- 
ly making your way into the Town Hall, only to find the meeting room 
cordoned off by benches to direct the lines of waiting voters through the 
room until they could finally make their way into the booths. Although 
the night was cold, the experience was exhilarating. 

Many people who had never bothered much with government, much 
less with politics, were voting for the first time in their adult lives. Young 
people barely old enough to be out of high school were learning their first 
real lesson in democracy. Some people met their neighbors for the first 
time. Others renewed old acquaintances. People seemed to have listened 
carefully to both sides of the question before choosing, knowing that the 
choice was important for the community and the nation. There is nothing 
more powerful than an educated electorate which pays attention to the past 
in order to help share its own future. 

The Selectmen are truly grateful to the ballot clerks and volunteers who 
counted, recounted, tallied and totalled ballots until after 3:00 a.m. the 
following morning. Exhausted as everyone was, everyone shared the feeling 
they had participated in one of the healthiest doses of democracy the na- 
tion had seen in years. 

Voting is about making hard choices, and Loudon got to see one of its 
own difficult choices become a reality in 1992, with completion of the 
Safety Building. In 1991, the Town voted to fund the construction without 
issuing bonds or creating a long-term debt, using a $325,000 fund deriv- 
ed from the 1991 year-end surplus and dissolution of a capital reserve. 
The Fire Department and Police Department hosted an open house there 
this past summer, giving hundreds of residents and visitors from neighbor- 
ing communities an opportunity to inspect and appreciate the building’s 
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design and construction. The Fire Department served its first harvest supper 
there in the fall. The Selectmen, on behalf of all the Fire, Police and Rescue 
personnel, would like to express their appreciation for your support for 
this project. Emergency service personnel look forward to serving you 
from this fine facility in the years to come. 

As the Fire Department and Rescue Squad moved from their old quarters, 
the Selectmen, Library Trustees and a number of interested citizens got 
to work trying to make the best possible use of the old fire station. The 
Library Trustees shared their concerns that if the building were to be used 
as a meeting room for other community boards, commissions and organiza- 
tions, there might not be adequate parking for library patrons. They were 
also concerned that in the future, if the Town were to renovate the old 
fire station for use by the community, the voters would be less inclined 
to consider removing the building to expand the Maxfield Public Library 
on its existing site. At the same time, a number of other community 
organizations were desperate for meeting space. The Loudon Historical 
Society saw in the process an opportunity to finally establish a museum 
to house some of the historical documents and artifacts which it had hesitated 
to accept until they could be safely housed and properly displayed. After 
months of discussion and planning, the Selectmen put out a request for 
proposals to undertake certain renovations at the old station. The old equip- 
ment bay doors were removed. The old station was partially re-sided, new 
doors installed for handicapped/disabled access, an emergency exit con- 
structed for the second story, and the heating system upgraded. The building 
now provides meeting space for the Planning Board and Zoning Board, 
and houses the Loudon Historical Society Museum. The building continues 
to be designated in the Town’s Emergency Management Plan as an 
emergency shelter. Our Emergency Management Coordinators are cur- 
rently utilizing the upstairs of the building as their headquarters. 

Another committee meeting in the Old Fire Station is the Loudon 
Economic Development Committee. This committee, created in 1988 by 
vote of the Town meeting, consists of five regular members appointed 
by the Selectmen. The committee was created as the Commercial Industrial 
Development Committee, but prefers to be called the Loudon Economic 
Development Committee. The committee is seeking your approval at the 
1993 Town meeting to increase the number of appointed members from 
five to nine, as well as authorizing a formal name change to the Loudon 
Economic Development Committee. The committee has also recommended 
the participation of ex-officio members representing the Planning Board, 
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Zoning Board of Adjustment and Selectmen. We urge you to support them 
in their efforts. 

Under the capable leadership of Bill Schultz, the committee has under- 
taken a number of projects, including a street numbering project and an 
application for Loudon to have its own zip code. Robert Ordway and Robert 
Cate have taken the lead in the first of these two projects, devoting countless 
hours to mapping the community for appropriate street numbers/lot 
designations. 

The Economic Development Committee continued its efforts to attract 
favorable business growth in Loudon, and facilitated the creation of a 
Loudon Business Association. Because of Loudon’s central location and 
improving business climate, the community is in a unique position to seek 
out, attract and nurture the kind of commercial expansion it chooses. In 
the past year, for example, Eastern Propane opened a facility on Interna- 
tional Drive, which is also the home of ESMI. Appropriate business 
development helps to alleviate the tax burden on residential property 
owners, and the Economic Development Committee continues to work 
toward that goal. | 

New Hampshire International Speedway was in the news again, announ- 
cing that it had captured a highly sought after Winston Cup date for July 
11, 1993. The Selectmen have been working closely with the Speedway, 
the New Hampshire Department of Transportation, the New Hampshire 
Department of Safety, local police and emergency personnel, as well as 
regional mutual aid compacts to assure that traffic and emergency response 
planning for this event are as successful as they were for last year’s 
Indy Car race. Individuals or businesses with specific concerns or sug- 
gestions should contact the Selectmen. 

NHIS and the Bahre family have assured the Selectmen that funds will 
again be available in 1993 for college scholarships. In 1992, the Town 
awarded four $2,500 scholarships to outstanding students, two to graduating 
high school seniors and two to undergraduate students enrolled in a course 
of postsecondary study. To qualify, applicants must be residents of Loudon. 
Scholarship awards are based on a combination of academic excellence, 
community service, ambition, likelihood of success and financial need. 
The Selectmen would like to express their sincere appreciation to the 
members of the Scholarship Committee who have devoted their time and 
energy to the selection process. Scholarship applications will be available 
in the Selectmen’s Office in the spring. Scholarship awards are made in 
June. 
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In last year’s Annual Report, the Selectmen noted a contract had been 
signed with Continental Cablevision on February 11, 1992, and that Con- 
tinental believed the Loudon cable T.V. system would be up and running 
within 18 months of the contract date. As 1992 came to a close, Con- 
tinental advised the Selectmen the project was progressing on schedule. 
In fact, it appears that actual residential hook-ups will begin on or about 
March 1, 1993, with completion expected by June 30, 1993. As with most 
cable television franchises, areas to be served are determined by the den- 
sity of homes per mile. Therefore, not all homes will be reached by the 
system in the initial construction phases, although Continental will con- 
tinue to evaluate its service area as the community develops and expands. 
We appreciate everyone’s interest in this project and thank everyone for 
their patience. 

Few developments of such significance have received as little publicity 
as the work of the Conservation Commission. Through the Land Conser- 
vation Investment Program, the Commission secured funding to purchase 
conservation easements for approximately 2,000 acres in Loudon. The 
LCIP has provided funding to buy the development rights to acreage which 
is considered to have significant conservation value. Through this pro- 
gram, the Commission has secured easements on and around the Sanborn 
Pond area, including one of only a handful of upland heron rookeries in 
the region. The Selectmen wish to express their gratitude to participating 
property owners, with particular thanks to Albert Bachelder. Mr. 
Bachelder’s gift to the Town of a portion of his property made approval 
of the original application possible. Contributions from citizens like Mr. 
Bachelder will make it possible for Loudon to preserve and appreciate 
its rural past while building its future. 

Loudon’s population has now surpassed the 4,500 mark. Our once snug 
little farm community has experienced its share of growing pains, most 
often reflected in the tax bills we all receive twice a year. Our assessment 
as a member of the Merrimack Valley School District continues to climb, 
and we urge all voters and taxpayers to participate in the district’s annual 
meeting in March. Only by participating can you assure that the dollars 
you spend for education are wisely managed and provide this commun- 
ity’s children with the education they deserve. 

Loudon’s own proposed budget, as detailed in this Annual Report, shows 
a modest incrase of .0146 (1.46%). Some increased appropriations are 
beyond the Town’s control. For instance, dispatch service for the Fire 
Department has risen $1,013. Similarly, Police dispatch service has risen 
$1,300. For most departments, the cost of telephone service has increased. 
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Fortunately, some utility and fuel costs have stabilized or decreased, off- 
setting increases in other categories. Tipping fees for the landfill have in- 
creased $5,678. At the same time, careful management of the Town’s own 
Transfer Station and voluntary recycling program generated revenues to 
help defray a portion of the costs. Insurance costs continue to rise. However, 
careful management of Workers’ Compensation and Risk Management 
resulted in a substantial dividend reflected in the decreased appropriation © 
in that category. 

Overall, with conservative management of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, the Selectmen are pleased to report that 1992 will yield an 
undesignated general fund surplus of $196,410.00. Unless otherwise ap- 
propriated by the Town Meeting, that amount will be used to reduce taxes 
during the next year. 

The Town’s financial position is excellent. We owe a debt of gratitude 
to our elected and appointed officials, department heads, employees and 
volunteers for their continued assistance and support. Although each one 
may have a ‘‘wish list’’ for projects or equipment, they have all cooperated 
fully with the Selectmen in keeping budget increases to a minimum. Many 
of their contributions are not noted in this report, but are detailed in the 
Selectmen’s weekly meeting minutes. Copies of the Selectmen’s minutes 
are available for review at the Town Office, as well as at the Library. 
We encourage you to stop by either location and keep abreast of events 
throughout the year. 

Finally, we would like to express our deepest thanks to the citizens of 
Loudon. You have been generous with your creativity and construction 
in your criticism. By expressing your opinions and sharing your ideas and 
expertise, this community accomplished a great deal in 1992. We worked 
together to keep a lid on spending and still managed to improve services. 
While many of our neighbors were struggling simply to keep their heads 
above water, Loudon could hold its head high.

AUDITORS REPORT

In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Loudon for the | 
year ended December 31, 1992, we considered the Town’s internal con- 
trol structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing procedures 
for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our 
review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the in- 
ternal control structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 

Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve matters coming to our 
attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of 
the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect 
the Town’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data 
consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. 
A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or opera- 
tion of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not 
reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in 
amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements be- 
ing audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. 
Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily 
disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute 
reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all 
reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses 
as defined above. 

Generally, we were very pleased by the condition of Town records and 
the continued improvements that Town employees have made relative to 
operating systems and accounting records. By comparison to just a few 
years ago, the Town should be quite proud of the accomplishments that 
have been made and the strong foundation that has been laid for future 
operations as the Town continues to strive for managed growth. 

During the course of our review, the following conditions were noted 
that were considered to be material weaknesses as defined above: 


Tax Collection Records 


As mentioned in previous years, our audit again disclosed that collec- 
tion records were not in balance at the end of 1992. While we were able 


Do 


to assist the collector in reconciling the accounting records and any re- 
maining differences were minimal, it is imperative that routine balancing 
procedures be performed in order to test the accuracy of these records. 
It was noted that the primary reason for reconciling variances was the 
Town’s reliance on manual records which were not balanced to computer- 
ized accounts. 

Our primary concern is that both manual and computerized records are 
being maintained. The continuation of this practice is unwarranted and 
we have made specific recommendations to more fully utilize electronic 
capabilities and to eliminate the need for any manual records other than 
the filing of source documents. In our opinion, these measures will offer 
improved control over the accuracy of the Town’s tax records and should 
reduce the time necessary for such recordkeeping tasks by at least half. 
During the course of our fieldwork, we assisted the Collector in the im- 
plementation of these procedures and have reviewed the same with manage- 
ment. A monthly reporting to the Selectmen’s office should be required 
in order to monitor the accuracy of general ledger accounts. 


Budgeting — Preparation of State Forms 


At its 1992 Town Meeting, the Town voted to withdraw up to $52,500 
from capital reserve funds to fund appropriations for the purchase of a 
new police cruiser, repairs to tennis courts and bridge maintenance. Dur- 
ing the course of our audit, it was discovered that these estimated revenues 
were mistakenly omitted from State forms which were used to set the 
Town’s tax rate for the 1992 fiscal year. This oversight was not detected 
by State Officials at the time the rate was set. As a result, more property 
taxes were assessed than were needed to finance appropriations. The ex- 
cess is reflected in unreserved fund balance at December 31, 1992 which 
is available for reduction of the 1993 tax rate. 

We recommend that care be exercised in preparing future budget forms. 
If needed, we would be pleased to review the same or assist management 
with the preparation of these forms before submission. 

In addition to the foregoing, the following other matter came to our at- 
tention that we have discussed with management as an opportunity for ef- 
ficiency and/or cost savings related to the administration of the Town: 
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Collateralization of Deposits 


At year end, according to management, there was a rather large balance 
in the Town’s Bank of New Hampshire account which was not covered 
by federal depository insurance or collateralized. It is our understanding 
that, according to recent legislation, all banks accepting public funds must 
offer to collateralize such deposits. This option usually results in reduced 
interest earnings depending upon the type of collateral desired. The Town 
Treasurer has taken steps to minimize the Town’s risk by maintaining 
several accounts with less than $100,000 in each. The large year end balance 
resulted primarily from December property tax collections. 

If the Town would like to reduce its risk relative to cash deposits, we 
recommend that management talk to a bank representative about a cash 
management service. In addition to providing reduced levels of risk relative 
to deposits, this arrangement may also provide the Treasurer with alter- 
natives to maintaining several bank accounts, all of which require separate 
recordkeeping. 


Trust Fund Investments 


During the course of our engagement, it became apparent that, like many 
communities, due to the decline of interest rates, Trust Fund earnings were 
minimal during 1992 (3.00-4.00%). 

We have recommended that the Trustees consider placing the Town’s 
Trust Funds with a bank trust department for professional management 
services. This could potentially result in higher earnings and less book- 
keeping for the Trustees. 

In closing, we would like to express our appreciation to those persons 
whose cooperation and assistance have helped us to achieve efficiencies 
in completing our audit.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 1992 


There is one problem working for the highway department and that is 
you never catch up. Just when you feel you’re gaining another culvert 
has to be cleaned, a tree has to be cut, a road has to be salted. OH WELL! 
You know the old saying “‘It’s part of the job.’’ 

One thing we can say is that last year proved to be the most productive 
and satisfying in all the years I have been here. 

Ledge was removed on Bumfagon Road. Lovejoy, Soucook Lane and 
a section on Ridge road was oiled. Clough Hill and a small section on 
Currier Road were shimed. 

A new section of Sanborn Bridge was installed along with a False Deck 
for Kenny Road culvert enabling guard rails for both bridges. Both are 
one lane only and are quite sufficient for very low traffic roads. 

Not only was regular maintenance performed but the crews’ talents were 
called upon for the completion of the new safety complex. The recreation 
department used our services for the Lighting and Resurfacing of the courts. 
Both projects realized a great savings by utilizing the Highway Department. 

Next year plans are to increase paving and oiling. Our block grant has 
been increased by $14,000.00 dollars which is given by the state. 


Projects Include: 

1. A section on Old Shaker Road will be paved. It is approximately 1600 
feet and is located north of Clough Pond Road. 

2. Portions of Youngs Hill and Currier Road will be cleared and widened. 

3. Village Road maintenance will be started to eventually include 
resurfacing. 

4. Plans to upgrade Shaker Brook Bridge on Shaker Road will be 
investigated. 

5. Replacement of culvert connecting Hoit Road Marsh on Shaker Road. 


This past year has also seen changes in the crew. I would like to thank 
John Rice III for a job well done as our mechanic who has changed to 
the state. At the same time introduce David Rice as a new full time employee 
and is my assistant in the Department. 

We have a good crew. They have done a great job. Keep it up!

The very best way to sum up this past years progress at the Transfer 
Station is simple. SMOOTH SAILING! 

An old sailor once told me that smooth sailing consists of three condi- 
tions: a good boat, good winds, and a good crew. These three conditions 
best exemplify our Transfer Station. 

In our estimation all of the so-called bugs have finally been worked out. 
Doors have been installed on the glass section which will eliminate con- 
tamination. The new glass crusher has been installed ensuring more ton- 
nage while using less space. A wire fenced in area neatly contains card- 
board before bundling. Unacceptable items in our refuse hopper is on the 
decrease. All of these add up to a tight ship.

LOUDON FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1992 


The move to the Departments’ new facility was made in May following 
weeks of interior preparation in the building — painting all office, meeting 
and workroom walls and doors, installing shelving, constructing counters, 
etc. Office furniture and shelving was purchased from government surplus; 
kitchen counters and cabinets were bought by the Members’ Association; 
the Firefighters Auxiliary generously furnished a large work/storage island 
for the kitchen. 

The new public safety building was dedicated on Sunday, June 28, 1992 
with an open house following the ceremony. 

The space provided in the new building will allow firefighters to per- 
form many hands-on training activities without weather considerations, 
plus wash, maintain and reload trucks. All but major repair work is per- 
formed by firefighters ‘‘in house.’’ 

Late in 1992 the Department purchased a surplus military pickup which 
firefighters are currently refurbishing for a second forestry unit. The original 
forestry truck, a 1951 Army vehicle is also being rebuilt. 

In other activity, another dry hydrant was installed for us by the Town 
Highway Department at the Clark residence on Piper Hill Road. A Depart- 
ment committee is currently assessing all town water sources and plann- 
ing future dry hydrant installations beyond the four we currently have. 

This year the Department purchased its first computer and specialized 
fire department software. This unit has proven extremely valuable for 
budget tracking and recording incident reports. Quarterly incident activ- 
ity can now be forwarded to the State Fire Marshall on a computer disk 
instead of on individual paper reports. The computer is also being used 
to record truck and station inventories, vehicle inspection and maintenance 
records, and firefighters training activity. 

The Loudon Fire Department responded 202 times in 1992, a 15.8% 
decrease in calls than last year’s 240. This lower number of responses 
was reflected throughout the mutual aid compact with 16 of the 18 
municipalities showing fewer or the same number of calls. 

Medical aid responses and motor vehicle accidents increased slightly 
(9%) but unfortunately building fires were up 66%. The largest number 
of calls, 30%, came between noon and 6:00 P.M. Loudon firefighters and 
EMTs made 1576 personal responses this past year.

Average response time for fire calls was 4.2 minutes.

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LOUDON RESCUE SQUAD 1992 REPORT 


1992 proved to be a busy year for the Rescue Squad. Responses to all 
types of medical emergencies were up from last year. Motor vehicle ac- 
cidents were up to 33, an increase of only 7 runs. However, many involved 
multiple patients including 1 accident involving 4 motorcycles at the same 
time and location. Requests for medical aid were up to 83, an increase 
of only 5 runs, with cardiac emergencies also up by 2 runs for a total of 
8. The squad also had 2 Mutual Aid requests this year. 

I am pleased to announce the addition of 3 new members and the con- 
tinued increase of Defibulator Trained Squad Personnel. As Advanced Life 
Support Training and availability continue to grow, the Loudon Rescue 
Squad will continue to take advantage of it in order to better serve the 
Town of Loudon. 

Thanks to your support we hope to add a new piece of rescue equip- 
ment to the vehicle. The power ram we have been fund raising for was 
recently demonstrated to us by the Penacook Rescue Squad. It proved to 
be a versatile and powerful tool which should greatly increase our ver- 
satility in meeting the challenges of auto extraction from the new and smaller 
vehicles becoming more common in the area. 

The Loudon Rescue Squad would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the Town of Loudon for its continued support and looks forward to meeting 
the needs of the town through the coming year.

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LOUDON PLANNING BOARD REPORT 1992 


The Loudon Planning Board had a fairly quiet year in 1992. Four sub- 
division applications were approved, which created a total of 10 new lots. 
The past two years have seen a decrease from the 1988 to 1990 subdivi- 
sion growth. The Board also approved eight Site Development Applica- 
tions, and had three Lot Line Adjustment Applications. 

The Planning Board meets the third Thursday of each month at 7:30 
P.M. at the Old Loudon Fire Station. Residents who would like to submit 
an application to the Planning Board must do so 21 days prior to the mon- 
thly meeting. The meetings are open to the public and anyone is invited 
to attend. 

On August 12, 1992 the Planning Board voted affirmative to adopt the 
‘*Town of Loudon 1992 Master Plan.’’ This updates the original 1985 
Master Plan. The Objectives and Goals in the 1992 Master Plan state that 
it ‘‘is the foundation document for future consideration of public policies 
and regulations influencing the type, intensity, quality and economic and 
environmental impact of future land development in Loudon.’’ There are | 
a limited amount of Master Plans available for purchase at the Planning 
Office at the Village Town Office Building. 

The Planning Board contains eight dedicated members who volunteer 
their time and energy. They include Arthur McNeil (Chairman), Robert 
Cate (Vice Chairman), Roger Maxfield (Ex-Officio), Robert Ordway, John 
Huntington, Frank Smith, Allan Everson, and Gary Tasker. Their many 
hours at Public Hearings, work sessions, site visits, and educational lec- 
tures are appreciated by everyone.

Maxfield Public Library Trustees 
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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 1992 


Many people asked this year about how the library is funded. The Town 
of Loudon budgeted $20,448 for the library in 1992. That amount paid 
for keeping the library open four days a week. Expenses included: 
salaries for three employees; books and reference materials; electricity, 
heat and telephone; and training and seminars. This is obviously a very 
austere budget, especially when compared to those of other town depart- 
ments and to library budgets in towns of similar size. The library trustees 
have presented a more realistic budget for 1993. They have also added 
a $700 line for weekly janitorial services and yearly carpet and window 
cleaning. 

Another source of funding is the yearly interest paid from trust fund 
accounts. This amount generally ranges between $2,000 and $3,000. It 
is used for the items specified in the trustees’ report. Money generated 
from fines, fees and book sales varies greatly and is used for books and 
periodicals. 

Library borrowers were very generous this year in donating their extra 
change to the fine money. Our gift books also made an important con- 
tribution to the library’s collection. Many thanks for all those boxes of 
great books! | 

The demand for library materials and services continues to grow steadily. 
The number of books, magazines, audio and video cassettes checked out 
of the library during 1992 showed an increase of 20% over 1992’s figures. 

Activities for the year included the weekly story times, National Library 
Week events, the Summer Reading Program, an Old Home Day book sale 
(on the library lawn), kindergarten and grade school visits, and a Murder 
Mystery Night. The Loudon P.T.O. co-sponsored several of these events. 
It’s always a pleasure to work with the school staff and parents. The 
American Legion Post #88 was also very generous in allowing us use of 
their hall. 

The library received a wonderful amount of support through gifts and 
memorial funds in 1992. Special thanks to: Pauline and Donald Locke; 
Jonathan Huntington; Bob and Pat Ordway; Ledgeview Gardens; Roy But- 
trick; Pat and Fred Carter; and the friends of Benjamin E. Smith. 

The Friends of the Library added several dozen new members to their 
group in 1992 and this year they hope to add many more. Their crab tree 
sale was a very successful fundraiser. Look for another sale this spring 
and watch how many pink and white blossoms appear in yards all over 
town! The Friends would need a page of their own to list all that they 
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do for the library. All of us who believe in the value of libraries owe them 
many thanks. 

The library is trying to make progress in providing more space and 
resources for the townspeople. The trustees have organized a building study 
committee to assess our site and to explore various options. 

Loudon is fortunate to have had, in 1908, library trustees who had the 
foresight to acquire an acre of land, in an ideal location, for the library 
trust property. Over the years, other town buildings have followed our 
lead so that the library is now at the heart of the Village Road town center. 
Town officials estimate that acquiring new land for a library relocation 
would add at least $50,000 to projected costs. 

With many new books and reference materials, the start of a video col- 
lection, and a computer that’s soon to arrive, the library has more to offer 
than ever. Come in and use its resources and work with us to make the 
expansion project a great success.

LOUDON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 1992 


The Loudon Historical Society is very pleased with its new location. 
The Board of Selectmen formed a committee during the summer to decide 
upon future use of the old fire station and we are now located in the large 
rear bay originally constructed for the ladder truck. There is sufficient 
space to accommodate our meetings and to establish a museum for display 
of artifacts. The areas has been fully partitioned off to provide security, 
heat has been extended to that end of the building and a separate outside 
door has been added. 

Considerable work is being done on interior renovations such as pain- 
ting the walls, repairing and painting the floor and building book cases 
and storage cabinets. This phase is nearly completed thanks to the efforts 
of members Lester Annis, Peter Bartlett, Lloyd Ekholm, Wilfred Ives, 
and Pat Malfait. The Society wishes to thank Peter Arnold, Lloyd Ekholm, 
and Pat Malfait for the donations of display cases, drawer cases and shelving 
and Stanley Prescott I for his donation of $100. Thanks also to Connie 
and Wilfred Ives for donating the welcome sign over the entrance door. 

The Society has met each month since May and will continue to meet 
throughout the winter now that comfortable accommodations are available. 
Activities over the past year included a display of artifacts at the 1992 
Loudon Old Home Day celebration and we are making plans to participate 
in the 1993 celebration as well. Ten (10) copies of the original Loudon 
Town Record Book dating from 1773 to c. 1815 (375 pages) have been 
reproduced and hard bound with a leather cover for sale by the Society 
for $100 per book. The books are serial numbered and only these copies 
will be available. Two (2) copies have been sold as of this writing. Similar 
copies with a ring binder to facilitate reproduction have been placed in 
the Library and in the Town Clerk’s office. Various town records which 
were located in the Town Hall have been moved to the museum for safe 
keeping and will be organized for display there as reference material. The 
two large safes were also moved from the Town Hall; a project requiring 
the efforts of most of the Town maintenance force and several pieces of 
equipment. 

We have received a substantial quantity of artifacts collected by the 
original Historical Society and stored in Stanley Prescott’s barn for near- 
ly 30 years. These items are not yet on display due to work being done 
in the museum. 
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If you have something old which you would like to donate or loan to 
the Historical Society Museum, and it has to do with Loudon’s past, such 
as old signs, pictures, documents, tools, household furnishings, family 
histories, military equipment, Grange or Church related items or whatever 
you think may be of interest to our townspeople, please contact a member 
of the Board of Directors for further information. 

If you wish to make a contribution to the Society for acquisition of ar- 
tifacts, help with fund raising activities or work on a project, come and 
join us as a member. There are no dues. We meet the second Wednesday 
of the month at 7:00 PM at our museum in the old fire station.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 1992 


Once again 1992 was a very busy year for the Conservation Commis- 
sion with continuing oversight of the wetland reclamation projects at 
N.H.I.S., as well as the expanded parking lot project which has required 
frequent on-site visits, and reports. 

We were also very involved with the driving range and golf course pro- 
jects undertaken off route 106 to protect the involved wetlands. 

The Commission continued its involvement with the E.S.M.I. con- 
taminated soils plant which will be coming on-line in the very near future. 

Our biggest project in the last three years has been the state’s Land Con- 
servation Investment Program here in Loudon. This past year saw the clos- 
ing on an additional 878 acres, which now brings the total acreage to nearly 
1900 acres, which have been set aside in Conservation. Our program will 
be final sometime in February of 1993 with an additional 200 acres, which 
will make the total program one of the largest in the state, a fact that Loudon 
should be very proud of. 

In closing we wish to remind residents that any and all work in wetlands 
require permits so please check with us, or the Town Clerk for further 
information.

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LOUDON ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE REPORT 1992 


The Economic Development Committee continues to involve itself with 
programs and projects designed to improve the business climate in Loudon. 

In April, the LEDC and the Greater Concord Chamber of Commerce 
co-sponsored the second ‘‘Business/Government Meeting.’’ Business 
leaders and government officials met and discussed issues which effect 
the business community. 

Following the April meeting, the LEDC hosted a meeting with area 
businesses and encouraged the formation of a Loudon-based business 
organization. A steering committee of fifteen members was assembled. 
Subsequent meetings of the steering committee resulted in the formation 
of the Loudon Business Association, Inc. The association is a non-profit 
organization established primarily to promote and stimulate the Loudon 
business economy and to represent the business community’s interest to 
local and state governments. For more information about the Loudon 
Business Association, please contact Ned Lizotte at 783-9585. 

The Committee continues to work on an application to the U.S. Postal 
Service for a town zip code. The committee conducted a meeting with 
Postal Officials, Loudon Fire Department, Selectman’s Office and members 
from the Planning and Zoning Boards. Postal officials from Manchester 
and Concord listened as LEDC members presented an overview of the 
Town, its demographics and reasons why Loudon should be served by 
one post office and have its own zip code. Postal officials were very recep- 
tive to our request and offered their support as we complete the applica- 
tion process. 

A prerequisite for the approval of a Loudon zip code is the town must 
adopt a street numbering system. Committee members are working with 
a volunteer committee, Bob Ordway and Bob Cate, as they assign street 
numbers to each house and business. Final approval of the application rests 
with the Post Master’s office in Washington, D.C. and is expected sometime 
iby IRE 

The LEDC represented the Town of Loudon on the county level to 
develop an overall *‘County Economic Development Plan.’’ With the sup- 
port of Merrimack County officials, a committee was formed with members 
from participating towns to develop and submit an application to the U.S. 
Economic Development Administration (EDA). If approved, Loudon shall 
qualify for EDA funding for infrastructure improvement projects. 
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The Economic Development Committee is a volunteer organization 
whose mission is to make certain that our town supports an environment 
where businesses continue to prosper and grow. Your participation is critical 
to our continued success. We encourage you to attend LEDC meetings 
which are held on the first Monday of every month. If you are a Loudon- 
based business, we recommend you become an active member of the 
Loudon Business Association. 

Remember — a strong business/economic base is essential to preserve 
the quality of life which we enjoy in Loudon. Support your local businesses
